The standard of the Entrance Examina 
tion will be sinilar to , but somewhat above, 
that of the Intermediate Examination of the 
Board of High School and Intermediate Edu 
cation , United Provinces. 


The Syllabus for the subjects of Grouz 
be pructicaliy unchanged . For the subjects of 
Groups II and Ill the content of the Syllabus 
es will be substantially the same as those of the 
Intermediate Examination of the Board of 
High School and Intermediate Education , 
United Provinces, except in Mathematics where 
Differential and Integral Calculus up to simple 
integrations is required . In the subjects of 
Group III particular attention will be given to 
free-hand sketches of apparatus .
